Even without one bit of in- 
crease in population, Menlo 
Park schools MUST have 13 
more classrooms by the fall of 
1950, and SHOULD have 21. 
It’s a case of increased birthrate, 
Supt. Mel Homfeld points out. The 
war babies are entering school and 
enrollment is skyrocketing. 

Just next year, ONE class of 
eighth graders will be graduated, 
and FOUR classes of kindergart- 
eners will enter school.’ There 
will be five kindergarten classes 
in the fall of 1949, six in 1950. 

At the present time, every avail- 
able classroom, except for the aud- 
itorium, is being used. Some of 
them are not meant for classrooms, 
a few are below standard, and even 
the good ones are bulging at the 
doors. 

For example, the 45 eighth graders 
are squeezed into a Central School 
room meant to hold 30. Forty third- 
graders, two classes combined into

g City Manager Post 


Menlo Park is expected to have a city manager on duty by 
November 15 following introduction of an ordinance creating 
the post by the City Council Tuesday night. 

Councilmen have been interviewing a number of appli- 
cants and Mayor Charles P. Burgess said they probably have 
Interviews have not been com- 
pleted, but those remaining are expected to be routine. 

Nine men who have applied for the job are C. L. Longson 
of Los Altos, former Burlingame city manager and now con- 
sulting engineer for Redwood City; Frederick L. Smith, 1103-C 


cisco; Capt. G. A. Duncan, Seattle; 
C. Ray Holbrook, former Palo Alto 
schools business manager; Phillip 
M. Patterson of Palo Alto, and a 
man whose name was not made 
public. 


The ordinance creating the post is 
expected to be passed unanimously 
at the next council meeitng, Novem= 
ber 12. It include an emergency 
clause which puts it intd effect im=- 
mediately because of the vacancy in 
three city offices: building inspector, 
Street superintendent and parks and 
recreation superintendent.

‘Why Should We Be Tied 
To Sequoia’s Apron Strings? 


Here’s a proposition: How about Menlo Park, Las Lomi- 
tas and Ravenswood Schoo! Districts forming their own high 
school district? 


The area is large enough to support a school of 600 or 700 
students now and 1,500 in 10 years, so why should we be tied 
to Sequoia’s apron strings any longer? 


The farther away the control of government is, the less 
voice each individual has. As long as we remain part of the 
Sequoia High School District, the Redwood City school will 
have preference and the Menlo Park high school, which should 
have been built long ago but is still in the “promised” stage, 
will play second-fiddle. 


Formation of a Menlo Park High School District would in- 
volve a petition signed by more than 50 per cent of the elec- 
tors in the three local school districts. The petition, submit- 
ted to the county superintendent of schools, would. result in an 
election within the new high school district. 


A new high school district legally must have more than 
600 elementary students (we have 1572) and an assessed val- 
uation of at least $8,500,000 (we have $15,632,070). Also, 
the old high school district must be left with at least 1,000 


students (Sequoia would have an estimated 5,510), and an 
assessed valuation of $20,000,000 (Sequoia would have 


$39,150,920). f 
If a new high school district is not formed before the in- 


evitable bond issue comes up, we will find ourselves paying 
to enlarge the already big and crowded school at Redwood 


City.

Workers who gave time to collecting donations for the 
Community Chest Drive in Menlo Park number 93 persons, 
according to our latest report. Many times these men and 
women had to make repeat calls to contact residents not at 
home, or not prepared to contribute at the time of the first 
visit. Much of the contact work was done in the evening, and 
often by people who had given a full day to personal business. 


Campaigning to raise funds for any worthy purpose is al- 
ways a thankless job. Men and women who consent to assist 
in these ‘‘drives’”” know that it is a thankless job. They do not 
take on the responsibility for any personal praise. Thoughts 
of self are pushed into the background as they give time and 
energy to the work at hand. 


Of the twelve agencies that will benefit by the distribution 
of Community Chest funds raised in this county—the Boy and 
Girl Scout councils can be counted upon to make most con- 
structive use of the money given them. Healthful recreation 
for the young, which includes character building and aptitude 
training, is as sure a prevention of juvenile delinquency as 
anything can be outside the individual home. 


And it is a sane approach to the subject of supporting 
“‘needy’’ causes when we look upon “‘need” as a building pro- 
cess and do not limit the needy to those who are in. want or 
illness. 

The San Mateo County Blood Bank and the County Pre- 
ventorium, on the other hand, are examples of public benefits 
desperately needed by residents whose physical health and life 
are at stake. Chest funds will keep them alive. 


The countys’ Council of Social Agencies and the Catholic 
Social Service each will make good use of every cent of Chest 
money allotted to them. The two branches of the Y.M.C.A. 
in the county have plenty of avenues to use their share of the 
funds for improved living for our young men and boys. 


The Menlo Park committee reports the receipt of 
$6,401.11 early in the week. Menlo’s Quota was $5,500. 
To the nearly one hundred workers in the Comunity Chest 
Campaign we say for the community,—"Thanks for a Big Job 
well done.” 


Decreasing Unemployment In Calif. 


The working population of California has increased about 
500,000 within the last year and a half with the total popu- 
lation enlarged by a corresponding ratio. In spite of this great 
addition to our population the State Director of Employment, 
James G. Bryant, made the statement this week that fewer 
people were receiving unemployment insurance today than at 
any time since shortly after the end of the war. 


The drop in veteran claimants from March of 1946 to 
September, 1947, has been fifty percent. This is encourag- 
ing. Unemployment insurance was paid to a weekly average 
of 145,213 persons during September an dwe know that many 
of these still were veterans. We can all be thankful for the 
system that assures veterans their jobless benefits. We can 
be more thankful fo revery opportunity given a veteran to ob- 
tain and hold a paying job.

Within the last coupie of weeks 
there have been several pronounce- 
ments regarding a % per cent sales 
tax for local purposes affecting our 
area. Alvin Hatch, Chairman of 
our San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisors, suggests a San Mateo 
County sales tax collected by one 
agency with the revenue therefrom 
distributed to the respective cities 
in which it is collected. The county 
would retain the revenue from the 
unincorporated areas. Shortly 
thereafter the County Executive, 
Frederick Peterson, countered with 
the suggestion that the State collect 
the % per cent tax throughout the 
entire state along with the state 
sales tax and return it to the jur- 
isdictions within which collected. 
Judge Robinson, one of the con- 
tenders for the office of Mayor of 
San Francisco, also makes a propos- 
al similar to Peterson’s. 


The proposal of Mr. Hatch is the 
only practical one of the three. For 
political as well as practical reasons, 
there is no reasonable possibility of 
the Peterson or Robinson sugges- 
tions being worked out. On the 
ene hand is the unalterable opposi- 
tion of the State administration. On 
the other is the declared policy of 
the League of California Cities op- 
posing a state collected sales tax for 
local purposes. With either of these 
groups in opposition such legisla- 
tion couldn’t be passed, and with 
both against it, any such proposal 
is idle fancy. Major taxpayer groups 
also are opposéd to the proposition. 

It is easy to understand the State 
position. The sales tax is the back- 
kone of the State’s revenue system, 
and at some future date when de- 
pression stalks the land and relief 
rolis reach unprecedented heights, 
the State’s present reserves will 
melt, and a sharp increase in the 
sales tax rate may be necessary to 
preserve solvency. If local govern- 
ments also have a slice of that tax, 
the level must be that much more 
burdensome. 

The League’s position is rough!y 
as follows. If the State provides 
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further subsidies to local govern- 
ments, State control of local affairs 
will increase. Moreover, it is likely 
because of rural controi of the Sen- 
ate and other reasons, that the cit- 
ies will get back less of the receipts 
of such tax than is collected in their 
boundaries. Moreover, experience of 
the seventy-odd California cities 
collecting this tax has shown (a) 
that the cost of local collection is 
extremely low, and (b) that people 
will not walk across the street to 
save 14% per cent. Therefore, cities 
are better off to administer the tax 
locally and get what they are en- 
titled to receive. 

Taxpayer groups argue that if lo- 
cal governments want and need the 
money they should also assume the 
responsibility of levying the tax 
against their jurisdictions them- 
selves. Receiving funds from the 
State gives local officials the money 
to spend without making them an- 
swerable for the levying of the tax 
whereby the funds are raised. The 
League concurs in this argument. 

It is my own opinion that a sales 
tax is an excellent city tax. Cities; 
serve populations outside their bord- 
ers which come inside the city lim- 
its to work and shop. City services 
spolice, streets, parks, etc.) must be 
expanded to serve these persons, 
who do not contribute in important 
measure to city revenue. A sales 
tax reaches these residents of the 
fringe areas and requires them to 
pay an equitable snare of the muni- 
cipal revenue. I would like to see 
our city property tax reduced by the 
proceeds of.a local sales tax. 

It is argued by many that a sales! 
tax is “regressive”, hitting the low: 
income groups relatively more se- 
verely than those in the upper 
brackets. This contention overlooks 
two basic facts. The first is that 
persons in the medium and higher 
income brackets are hit in many 
instances beyond the point of di- 
minishing returns by the excessive- 
ly progressive Federal income tax. 
Number two is that the sales tax is 
not nearly so regressive as the prop- 


erty tax, the levy which it would 
be superceding in this case. Re- 
search has disclosed that for in- 
comes up to $10,000 the present 
State sales tax reaches just about 28 
per cent of the family income in all 
income brackets. On the other 
hand, the property tax is definitely 
regressive within this $10,000 ceil- 
ing.

In our own instance, our mer- 
chants compete not with the Red- 
wood City shopping district, but 
with Palo Alto. Palo Alto has no 
need of a sales tax because of the 
large porfits of its municipally own- 
ed utilities which are diverted to 
the general fund of the city. Des- 
pite Palo Alto’s parking meters, and 
Gespite the favorable experience of 
the cities that have tried the city 
sales tax idea, I am hesitant to ad- 
vocate any measure that might be 
construed as hampering in the least 
the development of our growing 
commercial area.

torney, and may hire and fire all 
employees subordinate to him, sub- 


he may transfer workers from one 
department to another and consoli- 
date offices, positions or depart- 
ments if he so desires, providing his 
changes do not affect civil service 
classifications. 

‘In addition, he will be required to 
prepare the annual budget, to re- 
commend measures and ordinances 
to the council, and to investigate 
complaints. 

He will be employed on a full time 
basis. No salary is provided in the 
ordinance, the amount being left to 
councilmen to fix from time to 
time by resolution. 

No Council Interference 

‘he council is allowed to deal with 
administrative services of the city 
only through the manager, except 
for the purpose of inquiry, and no 
member of the council may give 
orders to any subordinate of the 
manager. 

The position of city manager will 

not be subject to civil service. He 
may he removed by a majority vote 
of the whole council, but the coun- 
cil rnust give him 30 days notice in 
writing, stating reasons for the dis- 
missal. He may request a public 
hearing in order to state his grounds 
for objecting to his removal, but the 
council can still vote him out with- 
out necessarily showing any degree 
of proof for their action at the 
| hearing. 
However, the ordinance provides 
;a 90-day “cooling off” period after 
every municipal election, during 
which time the city manager cannot 
be removed.

“California’s Old Missions belong 
to the public and the public should 
cherish and preserve them.” 

This is the opinion of Rev. Thom- 
as J. McKeon of Menlo Park, who 
is well steeped in the history of 
California, and familiar with all its 
Missions and the part these played 
in the early stages of the state’s 
developments. 

Father McKeon talked to the Ro- 
tarians on Wednesday, introduced 
by, David Ingram, Jr., program 
Chairman for the day. He held the 
rapt attention of all present with 
his interesting descriptions of life 
of the early Church Fathers, tell- 
ing of the hardships and privations 
they endured; of the faith and per- 
severence they practiced in their 
efforts to educate the Indians and 
the Spaniards. 


California can not be thought of | 


as a new country, said Father Mc- 
Keon, as its history dates far prior 
to the gold rush days. In the adobe 
walls of some of the old Missions 
are found parts of trees of varieties 
that no longer exist on the west 
coast. The builders of the Adobe 
Missions were in no sense archi- 
tects, said he, but they never-the- 
less originated what is now copied 
as “Early Californian” style in buil- 
dings. 

Although it was priests of the 
Catholic Church who founded the 
Missions, Father McKeon told the 
Rotarians that it was groups out- 
side the Church that first recog- 
nized the priceless heritage of these 
historic landmarks and worked for 
their preservation.
